‘A terrible indictment ‘is brougbt by 
Blizabeth A. Cheney in the September Arena 
against the consular courta, Japan. Under 
existing treaty arrangemonts, Europeans or 
Americans charged with offences against’ 
Japanese must be tried bofore the consul of 
the Powar to which they belong. Acoord- 
ing to the writer before us this simply 
means that the most abominable atrocities 
are committed by foreigners on the Japaneso 
with impuvity. The foreign tribanals ap- 

arently side with tho foreigner, whetever 
is guilt, Here are soma of the facts 
adduced :— E 

‘Au Atmerioan woman, 8 procurces, being 
unable to liveio her own country, went 6 
Japan. After she landed in Yokohama, about 
fifty young daughters of respectablo families 
disappeared, Evory one knows that the 
entire evidence is leary againat her; but 
judicial power being in the bande of foreign- 
era, she has lived safely in Japan for over 


rare, 

FY ain, the forcign roughs—mostly, per- 
haps, abe ‘sailors going to the public bath- 
houses on pretence of bathing—often forcibly 
break into the women’s department, and at> 
tempt to outrage their persone, From this 
horrible indignity Japan gets no protection. 

* There ie another case on record: too horri- 
ble to relnte here, and of which « normal 
imagination can baroly conceive. It regards 
tho treatment of a Japaness woman. Yet it 
is afact, is known ah over Japan, ard the 
perpetrators of the decd remain unpunished. 

* Thess are but afew of the thousands of 
incidents of the application of the unjust 
treaty by which the judicial power of tho 
Japancso is entirely ignored. Is the foreign 
hyena who preys upon the liberty and vir- 
tue ofthe women of Japan to exoape, simply 
because foreign jurisdiction alone controls 
the desision of these cases ? . 

* These statements might seem incredible ;- 
butthe Cantonment Blue Book just istned 
serves to remind us afresh of the saant re- 
gard which * Cancasian’ offictals paid to the 
legal rights of Enstera womanhood... No 
wonder that the question-of the treuty revi- 
sion in oppermost in Japan.” So 
—The only thing to be said about this extrat 
ordinary story is Uhat it is a slring of talse- 
hoode. The alleged -acts are totally base- 
less ; the allegations about Consular Courts, 
a monstrous elander, It seems almost 
Indicrous to treat auoh assertions seriously, 
and that Mr Stead has done so only 
furnishes another cxample of the singular 
gullibility that betrayed him to write * ‘The 
Modern Babylon.’ Doubtless American 
procuresses have come ta Japan, Probabiy 
there are some of them now living in. the 
foreign settlements, But as to the dis.

As for the foreign roughs wha 
behave with such atrocity in Japanem 
vathhousea and escape the conse- 
qaencen of their orimes owing to the ‘judi- 
cial power of the Japanese being entirely 
ignored, we can say with confidence thtt

some first class warships which sho does 
not know how to handle. But of all'the 
recent contribuilons to the Ohinoso Ques. 
tion the most wrprising is that furnished | 
by s.Icoal offical, to the effect that the 
Chinese aro among the bravest rien ‘on- 
earth. “Almostany aiat: of any raco .wilt 
fight whon forad<intp a corner. But if 
the Chinese havi milifary-capacity, history 
is shamefully silent on the subject. 

Tho English, with a mere handful of men,, 
twice defeated them without much diffi- 
culty, Advancing on one occasion on.an 
inland fortitiod town, tho inhabitanta pro- 
pared n dire fats for the invaders, They 
erecied a moutrous, goggle-eyed image 
on the walls and calmly waited for the 
coming of the red-haired devils. A shot 
from « swivel-gun, howaver, knocked the 
dreadful image into kindliug wobd, and tha 
affcighted inhabitants fled out of the city 
by the gate opposite to that at which tho 
English entered, Xt was found. on the at- 
tack on tho forts at the Peiho in 1869 that 
the gune of one of the fortresses wero 
served with grent steadiness. But when 
the English captured the strunghold tho 
fact was discovered that the gunners had 
been chained to the guns, and that it was 
with them ‘root, hog, or die’in a most 
distressfal manner. 

‘The French* under Count Palikao in late 
years made their way to Pekicg, captured 
and Icoted the winter palace and reterned 
ta tho sea, dispersing immense Chinese 


there was only a thin brigade of ths inva- 
ders. Tho Chinese from various causes, 
sthical and religions, cannot act together 
with efficiency.” But thoy make what may. 
be called first-class npsassins. This'is a 
feature in theit characters that may call 
for more attention now than formerly. 
Their murders lave heretofore ben con- 
fined to their own kind, or offcors ‘of law 
who came in their way. But they seam 
now to be likely to extend their oporationa, 
The attack om an inoffensive citizen the 
other day proves that fact.

OCEAN STEAMERS, 

Mr Henniker Heaton-in complaining of 
the steamers employed by the heavily sub- 
sidised P, & O.Uompany on the Obina line 
only exprestes tha sentiments of the ma- 
jority of the English resideats in China, 
who travel by the French aud German 
mails partly heonuse. they. ‘thay avoid the 
disagreeable cbinge at Colombo, and pattly 
Decouse they git much better steamers on 
other lines, They are good enough steamere 
that bring aod take away the English 
tnails, and they were regarded as all that 
could be desired ton or fifteen yonra ago ; 
but they are antiqaated now even in the 
eyes of those who have not been privileged 
fo travel in tho last few years by the 
magnificent boats that run between Karope 
aod New York aud Europe and Australia ; 
and people in China, as the Canadian 
Pocific Railway bna been wige oxough to 
uaderstand, like to have the best things of 
their kind to he got, We do not expeot 
guoh ahipa-as the Lweania and Campania 
hwhioh, in spite of weather, ran.to and fro 
between Queomlown and New York at an 
average speed of about 21 knots, but we do 
ask for something hetter than tho B&O. 
directors think youd enough for this service. 
Improvement in ahipbuilding goes on ao 
fagt, however, that it must be very difficult 
for a large wmpany which * builds its 
steamers to Inst, to keep up with’ the times ; 
and after all thi steamera of which we eom- 
plain are an immense advance on the old 
paddlo-wheel boats that weed to take a 
week or more in winter to bring the mails 
ap fram Hongkong thirty yeors. ago, 
When we look at the magnificent steamera 
of the Canudian Paclfic lige, the Zayaressee, 
or read of the stil] mors magnificent At- 
lantio liners. if |e difficult to believe that it, 
is oply abaut.o huadred years sinog the first 
steamboat Prepelled yy paddles was 
run on the Delaware “River by John 
Fitoh.
